ple.

As  an  educator,  of  mind,  as  contributing  to  jif- 
tellectual  advancement,  Christianity  challengBA 
all  time  to  find:  so  much  as  a  rii^al  in  its  clnijiis. 
Around  the  timnk  ef  the  Bibl%  apd  the  cca^yiA- 
tious  which.it  has  nurtured,  tho.vine.of  laarUfiS 
has  twined,  its  limbs  and  clasped  its  tendxils^^und 
the  true  firiend  of  one  will  be  careful  l^w  he 
strikes  a.,  blow  to  the  pre/o^ice  of  other. 
Let  the  sustaining  trunk  be  cut  dowU}  ajpd  the 
vine  wiH  fall  and  perish  with, it. 

In  this  connection  it  is  appropria^.  to  refer  to 
the  ^t  claims  of  the  Society  for  thp  Promotion 
of  Collegiate  and  Thsologioal  Hdncj^dion  at  the 
West,  commended  to.  the  patronage  of  -the 
churches  by  the  Goaeral  Assembly  at  its  recent 
sessions.  The  cause  is  a  noble. one,  and  although^ 
it  cannot,  like  seme,  others,  Mattering  prom¬ 
ise  of  immediate  results;  yet  it  more  than  e<paii- 
pensates  for  any  lack  of  thiakind  by  the  wv^cant 
it  affords  of  prospective  results.  A  IVlysrarj 
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perched  in  air  and  whirling  over  the  country, 
“  Life  has  few  things  finertihan  this”  So  we 
thought  to-day.  The  distance  from  Falmouth 
to  Plymouth  is  70  miles,  whieh  we  made  in  sev¬ 
en  hours.  The  coach,  carrying  the  mail,  is  re¬ 
quired  by  law  to  make  ten  miles  an  hour,  includ¬ 
ing  stoppages.  More  often  we  were  going  at  a 
speed  of  twelve.  Up  hill  and  down,  the  gait 
was  never  checked.  It  was  generally  the  most 
rapid  trot,  but  often  it  broke  into  a  furious  run. 
The  only  notice  given  of  mounting  a  hill  xfas  an 
extra  touch  of  the  whip,  which  spurred  the  hor¬ 
ses  into  a  gallop,  with  which  they  dashed  up  the 
ascent,  and  as  soon  as  they  reached  the  summit, 
they  plunged  down  in  such  mad  career,  that  I 
griped  the  iron  railing  of  the  seat,  trembling  at 
the  fearful  speed.  This  swiftness  of  course  could 
be  kept  up  only  over  the  finest  roads  in  the  world, 
and  by  frequwit  relays  of  horses.  But  the 
Queen’s  highway  was  like  a  floor  newly  swept 
N  ot  a  pebble  jarred  the  even  poise  of  the  coach. 
The  horses  were  changed  every  seven  miles,  and 
where  the  road  was  hilly  they  were  changed 
even  in  fomr.  Thus  we  went  whirling  over  hill 
and  dale,  now  rushing  through  towns  and  vil¬ 
lages,  the  guard  startling  the  inhabitants  with 
his  ringbg  blast,  and  then  sallying  out  into  the 
open  country,  which  was  Hniliog  in  all  the  beau¬ 
ty  of  early  Summer.  To  heighten  the  enjoy¬ 
ment,  the  day  was  one  of  a  thousand.  The  skies 
were  clear,  only  a  few  soft  clouds  shading  us 
from  the  face  of  the  sun.  The  hills  and  valleys 
glistened  with  fresh  verdurej;  the  trim  hedge

Yet  the  iniquity  to  which  they  are 
subjected,  may  be  applied  at  any  time  to  Baptist 
or  any  other  converts.  The  case  is  one  which 
ought  to  be  met  in  the  same  spirit  with  that 
which  rebuked  the  proceedings  of  the  Duke  of 
Tuscany,  in  his  persecuting  measures  against  the 
Bible  readers.  Bomanism  may  find  the  shadow 
at  least,  of  a  pretext  for  its  intolerance,  in  the 
fact  that  it  assumes  to  possess  an  infallible  head 
on  earth ;  but  Protestantism  will,  we  trust, 
never  allow  itself  to  he  driven  by  the  logical  ne¬ 
cessity  of  justifying  its  persecution,  to  any  such 
dogma.  The  very  prinaiple  which  lies  at  the 
root  of  the  Protestant  faith,  is  freedom  of  con¬ 
science,  and  responsibility  of  individual  belief  to 
God  alone.  The  present  case  is  one,  in  which  we 
can  attest  our  devotion  to  the  principle  of  re- 
I  ligious  freedom  without  being  suspected  of  secta¬ 
rian  sympathy ;  and  with  no  less  earnestness  than 
I  if  the  sufferers  had  been,  Protestants,  wfi  would 
expose  the  conduct  of  the  Swedish  government 


persecution  in  SWEDEN. 

The  Government  of  Protestant  Sweden  seems 
ambitious  of  the  notoriety  acquired  by  the  Bo¬ 
man  Catholic  Duke  of  Tuscany.  It  has  dealt 
with  Methodists,  Baptists,  and  Bomanist  con¬ 
verts  with  a  severity  that  calls  to  mind  the  hard¬ 
ships  of  the  English  Non-Conformists  of  two 
centuries  ago.  The  old  laws  suppressed  with 
harsh  severity  the  exercise  of  the  Boman  Cath¬ 
olic  faith,  and  only  on  the  adopUon  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  constitution  in  1809,  were  the  rights  of  pri¬ 
vate  belief  or  conscience  recognized  by  the  law. 

The  discussions  at  the  Diet  of  1809,  when  the 
constitution  was  formally  carried  by  a  majority 
of  votes,  as  well  of  the  Commons  as  of  the  Cab¬ 
inet,  were  reported  in  a  verbal  process..  In  this 
report  all  that  relates  to  the  2ad  and  16th  arti¬ 
cle  of  the  Constitution  seems  to  prove  tbftt  every 
Swedish  citizen  is  not  only  guaranteed  in  tlxe 
right  of  freely  selecting  his  religion,  but  is  enti¬ 
tled  to  the  protection  of  the  State  in  his  exer¬ 
cise  of  that  creed  always,  provided  he  disturb

Tke  Torace.— Ride  oa  an  Xagliah  Mall  Coaoh.— 
Ttia  fttlaatio  Tatograph  Expedition. 

Pltmodth,  June  7,  1858. 

Our  passage  aoross  the  Atlantic  has  proved 
Me  of  the  most  nqrid  ever  made  by  a'packet- 
Bhip.  Only  fourteen  days  from  land  to  land ! 
From  the  hour  we  passed  Sandy  Hook,  the  winds 
whieh  for  weeks  had  been  blowing  from  the  East, 
tyrned  to  the  West,  and  continued  favorable 
the  whole  voyage.  In  the  Gulf  Stream 
and  off  the  Western  Islands,  we  encountered 
heavy  gales,  hut  as  they  blew  from  the  right 
^uarte^  they  only  speeded  us  on  our  way.  The 
aoene  was  exciting,  and  sometimes  fearful.  The 
waves  wont  booming  past  with  a  noise  like  thun- 
dmr,  the  spray  rained  upon  our  deck,  and  the 
winds  shrieked  in  the  rigging,  hut  still  the  gal- 1 
lant  ship  swelled  her  canvas  proudly  to  the  gale, 
and  flow  before  it  like  a  bird  of  the  storm,  and 
in  just  two  weeks  brought  us  in  sight  of  Eng¬ 
land.

This  measure  of  toleration,  altiiough  imper-  ’ 
feet,  was  demanded  by  the  spirit  of  the  age.  ^ 
Yet  it  was  not  generally  (Kmsidered  to  allow,  * 
what  the  rights  of  conscienee  demand — the  per-  ^ 
mission  to  instruct  or  indoetrinate  others  with 
the  views  which  a  man  himself  might  hold,  un-  ’ 
less  they  accorded  with  the  creed  and  forms  of 
the  Established  Church.  For  some  time,  ho  w- 
I  ever,  little  attention  was  given  to  the  subject . 
Nearly  all  the  inhabitants  of  Sweden  acknow¬ 
ledged  allegiance  to  the  national  Church,  and 
dissent  had  hardly  an  existence,  even  in  nam  e. 
But  it  was  not  long  before  the  seeds  of  refo  rm 
were  scattered  abroad.  Some  of  the  works  of 
Luther  and  the  old  Reformers  were  reprinted 
and  circulated  by  colporteur  labor.  Here  and 
there  occurred  religious  awakenings,  and  the 
new  converts  were  animated  with  a  zeal  prop  or- 
tloned  to  the  reaction  from  the  coldness  and 
dead  formalism  of  the  State  religion.  In  the 
progress  of  time,  the  new  opinions  spread  still 
more  widely.  Societies  were  formed  of  praying 
men  and  women,  sometimes  with  the  approval, 
often  with  the  opposition  of  the  settled  pastors. 
In  some  neighborhoods  the  churches  were  almost 
deserted,  while  the  conventicles  were  crowded 
by  the  Bible  reading  peasants.  Repeatedly  they 
were  disturbed  by  l^al  interference,  and  under 
the  pretence  of  public  soaudaL  Atdast  the  sub¬ 
ject  began  to  acquire  a  national  importance,  and 
a  year  or  two  since,  at  the  instance  of  the  liber¬ 
al  minded  monarch,  measures  were  taken  for 
extending  a  larger  toleration  to  the  dissenters. 
These,  however,  were  defeated  by  the  legisla¬ 
ture,  in  which  the  clerical  element  held  a  posi¬ 
tion  enabling  it  to  exercise  a  veto  power.  Their 
vote  was  unanimous,  while  that  of  the  nobles 
was  nearly  so.  Sweden  retains  therefore  to 
some  extent  the  intolerant  spirit  of  former  ages, 

[  and  no  little  suffering  has  been  occasioned  by  it 
to  those,  whose  consciences  would  not  allow  them 
■  to  adhere  to  the  national  Church. 

‘  Among  the  recent  victims  of  this  intolerance 
^  are  several  converts  to  the  Roman  Catholic  re¬ 
ligion.  The  case  is  substantially  as  ft^ows :

THE  NEED  OF  HOME  WORE. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Mis¬ 
sions,  to  the  General  Association  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  contains  some  important  statements  de¬ 
serving  of  more  than  a  passing  notice.  The 
report  speaks,  with  some  little  pride  perhaps, 
but  with  much  truth,  of  New  England,  as  “like 
the  valley  of  the  Nile,  the  moral  granary  of  our 
American  world.”  Yet,  of  late  years,  there 
has  been  a  change  going  forward,  which  has  se¬ 
riously  affected  the  strength  of  the  churches. 
Emigration  has  drained  away  the  life  of  many. 
Foreign  immigration  has  had  much  also  to  do 
with  this  painful  result.  Especially  is  this  the 
ease  iu  Massachusetts, 

Churches  once  strong  and  flourishing  have  be¬ 
come  feeble ;  societies  once  full  of  the  spirit  of 
Christian  activity  and  life,  have  become  lan¬ 
guishing  and  dispirited.  Broken  in  strength 
and  courage,  they  fall  an  easy  prey  to  surrou.id- 
iug  sects.  Through  tho  barrier  of  a  a  eufeehled 
and  dilapidated  orthodoxy,  sectarianism  has 
crept  in,  and  divided  and  weakened  the  original 
interest,  and  in  some  instances  quite  extinguish¬ 
ed  it.  The  records  show  us  that,  during  the 
past  year,  three  churches  have  become  extinct. 
Indeed,  many  churches,  of  whioh  some  are  among 
the  ancient  of  the  Commonwealth,  are  languish¬ 
ing  on  the  very  borders  of  extinction.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  statement  of  the  Statistical  Scribe  of 
the  General  Association,  “  the  figures  show,  that 
not  a  few  churches  will  soon  he  gone ;  they  are 
growing  smaller,  yea,  they  are  almost  extin¬ 
guished  already.  Quite  a  number  have  no  visi-

a  great  satisfaction,

We  had  hardly  reached  our  room 
before  we  received  an  invitation  to  dine  with  the 
Directors,  and  in  half  an  hour  after  our  long 
ride,  we  were  dressed  and  sitting  at  our  first 
English  dinner.  Eight  or  ten  gentlemen  were 
present,  among  them  Mr.  George  Peabody,  the 
well  known  American  banker,  Mr.  Brett,  the 
father  of  submarine  telegraphs  in  Europe,  Pro¬ 
fessor  Thompson,  of  Glasgow,  and  Mr.  Brook¬ 
ing,  and  Mr.  Lamson,  of  London. 

Such  a  party  of  capitalists,  with  immense  busi¬ 
ness  on  their  hands,  you  might  think,  would  be 
very  grave  and  anxious.  But  on  the  contrary, 
it  was  one  of  the  merriest  dinners  at  which  I 
was  e.ver  present.  An  Englishman,  however 
hard  he  may  work,  lays  off  all  care  at  dinner, 
and  these  men,  who  had  been  at  work  all  day, 
and  might  work  all  night,  were  now  the  most 
!  cheerful  companions  in  the  world.  I  sat  next

ine  pastor^  oi  church,  the  Rev.  J.  Parsoha 
Hovey,  pre.^tiejj  jjjg  eighth  anniversary  sermon  on 
the  Sabbath  of  this  month,  in  which  he  gave 
‘’ome  facts  in  its  history  and  progress,  which  will 
be  interesting  to  those  who  know  its  location,  and 
have  been  acquainted  with  its  early  history.  We 
gl¥6  but  a  brief  extract  from  the  sermon  : 

“  When  I  entered  upon  this  field  of  labor,  eight 
years  since,  there  were  one  hundred  and  thirty-six 
resident  members,  of  whom  fifty -three  are  still  with 
us.  Since  that  time  we  have  been  blessed  with 
four  precious  revivals,  in  which  two  hundred  and 
fifty  have  been  added  to  this  church  on  profession 
of  their  faith.  In  the  intervals,  there  have  been 
many  hopeful  conversions,  so  that  the  gross  num¬ 
ber  received  from  the  world  has  been  two  hundred 
and  ninety-four.  During  the  same  time,  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy-three  have  been  re  ceived  by  let¬ 
ter,  making  in  all  four  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  or 
an  annual  increase  of  fifty-eight.  But  we  have  lost 
in  eight  years  forty-two  by  death,  and  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty-one  by  removal ;  and  we  have  rep¬ 
resentatives  from  this  church  in  about  twenty 
churches  in  this  city  and  Brooklyn;  also  in  Cana¬ 
da,  Ohio,  Michigan,  South  Carolina,  New  Jersey, 
Massachusetts,  Pennsylvania,  Connecticut,  Illinois, 
Kansas,  California,  Scotland,  and  four  at  different 
foreign  missionary  stations,  under  the  care  of  the 
American  Board.  There  are  now  enrolled  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  church  five  hundred  and  nine. 

“  Let  the  work  of  depletion  go  on  for  eight  years 
to  come  as  it  has  for  eight  years  past,  and  during 
the  same  time  let  there  be  the  same  proportional 
increase,  and  instead  of  five  hundred  and  nine,  we 
should  have  over  nine  hundred  members  in  1866. 
Never  have  we  had  more  to  encourage  and  stimu¬ 
late  us  to  effort  than  now.  Never  before  has  this 
church  had  the  same  strength  and  facilities  for 
doing  a  great  work.

Courts  of  Justice.  Here  the  question  lay _ 

since,  and  would  probably  have  been  heard  of 
no  more,  had  not  bigoted  Prelates  and  malignant 
“  Juukers  ”  (lower  nobility)  succeeded  in  crush¬ 
ing  His  Majesty’s  righteous  proposition,  and 
obstructing  all  attempts  at  progress.  Now,  how¬ 
ever,  that  this  has  been  done,  no  other  course 
was  open  than  for  the  Chancellor  to  return  the 
case  to  the  Svea-Hof-ratt,  which,  of  course,  must 
pronounce  sentence  according  to  a  law  directly 
infringing  the  Constitution,  and  has  accordingly 
done  so.  Against  the  man  the  evidence  is  found 
defective,  and  he  is  accordingly  acquitted;  one 
of  the  women  has  died,  and  it  was  therefore  not 
thought  worth  while  to  persecute  her  farther. 
The  remaining  six  unfortunate  females  are  con¬ 
demned  to  exile. 

The  converts  were  forced  to  appear  repeatedly 
before  the  Consistory  of  Stockholm,  to  be  exam¬ 
ined,  exhorted,  and  advertised.  Threats  failed 
to  shake  them,  and  they  were  not  seduced  by 
exhortations.  Finding  themselves  baffled  and 
powerless,  the  Consistory  transferred  the  case, 
on  the  31st  of  May,  1853,  to  the  Court  of  Stock¬ 
holm.  This  Court,  on  the  10th  June  following, 
authorized  its  fiscal  advocate  to  execute  his  func¬ 
tions.-  On  the  23d  of  September  he  demanded  the 
citation  of  the  converts,  and  on  the  3d  of  Febru¬ 
ary  he  demanded  thek  banishment.  Matters  re¬ 
mained  in  this  state  until  the  8th  of  March,  when 
the  Minister  of  Justice,  Mr.  Kock,  petitioned 
the  Court  to  give  him  the  brief  of  this  case.  He 
retained  it  during  four  years,  and  for  all  that 
time  kept  the  case  in  suspense.  He  is  supposed 
in  Sweden  to  have  done  this  in  virtue  of  orders 
received  from  King  Oscar  himself.  It  is  quite 
certain  that,  if  illness  had  not  forced  the  King 
to  remit  the  reins  of  government  to  the  Regent, 
the  sentence  of  banishment  should  not  have^en 
inflicted  or  passed. 

The  newspaper  press  is  naturally  indignant, 
and  hopes  that  in  every  possible  case  the  infa¬ 
mous  law  may  he  applied,  as  the  only  possible 
means  of  getting  it  repealed.  “  But,”  asks  the 
Aftonblad,  the  principal  newspaper,  “  how  can 
this  sentence  he  carried  out?  These  are  poor 
people,  and  if  sent  to  a  foreign  country,  will  be 
sent  hack,  not  taken  into  the  poorhouse.  Are 
they  then  to  he  put  upon  barges  in  the  Sound  ?” 
Bat  here  the  newspaper  touches  aji  important 
point.  They  are  poor  laboring  men’s  wives, 
who  are  to  he  tom  from  their  children  and  hus¬ 
bands,  and  driven  from  their  country,  without 
having  been  taught  any  other  language,  so  as  to 
be  able  to  earn  their  bread  in  a  foreign  land. 
.  .  .  The  newspapers  rejoice  iu  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  law,  because,  they  say,  the  indigna¬ 
tion  it  will  awaken  will  cause  its  repeal. 

We  trust  that  it  may  be  so,  but  the  fact  that

Here, 
then,  is  the  alarming  tmth,  that  in  these  four 
New  England  States,  there  are  not  far  from  two 
millions  of  people  outside  of  our  churches  every 
Sabbath,  and  thirteen  hundred  thousand  that 
have  no  more  to  do  with  the  sanctuary  of  God 
than  the  heathen.  In  this  amount  of  destitu- 
tution,  we  have  an  alarming  fact.  Here  in  the 
midst  of  us — iu  enlightened,  Puritan  New  Eng¬ 
land,  are  destitutions  and  wastes,  of  which  few 
have  any  just  conception.  In  Massachusetts 
herself,  it  is  estimated  that  a  population  of  from 
two  hundred  and  fifty  to  three  hundred  thousand 
are  identified  with  no  religious  society,  and  are 
habitual  neglecters  of  the  sanctuary ;  and  not 
far  from  two  hundred  thousand  in  a  state  of 
self-isolation  from  the  means  of  grace,  amounting 
to  absolute  destitution. 

Such  facts  as  these  certainly  demand  the  grave 
attention  of  the  Massachusetts  churches.  They 
have  been  liberal  in  donations  destined  to  dis¬ 
tant  fields,  while  their  own  field  has,  to  some 
extent,  been  overlooked.  Out  of  $39,000  raised 
in  the  State  for  Home  Missionary  purposes,  less 
than  $5000  were  expended  within  its  borders. 
The  report  very  plainly  intimates  that  a  more 
liberal  home  policy  must  he  pursued,  and  mea- 
sqres  he  adopted  for  resuscitating  the  half-ex¬ 
tinct  churches.  This  certainly  is  a  most  impor¬ 
tant  subject.  Since  the  commencement  of  asso¬ 
ciated  effort  for  Home  Missions,  the  character  of 
the  broad  field  before  it  has  undergone  remarka¬ 
ble  changes.  There  are  placcp  outside  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  where  this  fact  seems  to  have  been 
forgotten,  and  where  the  interest  concentrated 
upon  the  Western  field,  seems  to  have  blinded 
the  churches  to  the  necessity  of  considering  the 
claims  of  their  own  neighborhood.  We  should 
like  to  see  a  report  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
with  its  suburbs  (with  a  population  larger  than 
the  whole  State  of  Massachusetts),  drawn  up 
with  the  fidelity  of  the  report  on  Home  Mis¬ 
sions  to  the  General  Association.  We  should 
like  to  know  the  amount  expended  in  contribu¬ 
tions  for  Foreign  churches,  and  for  the  means  of 
Church  extensiou  in  the  destitute  neighborhoods 
of  the  city  and  its  suburbs.  The  attendance 
upon  the  sanctuary  should  also  be  taken  into 


dasning  genius ;  which  is  exhibited  by  commer¬ 
cial  enterprise,  or  realized  in  the  mere  soldier  of 
fortune ;  hut  it  is  no  more  like  that  of  the  good 
man  facing  the  world’s  scorn  in  his  devotion  to 
God’s  will,  and  enduring  the  protracted  martyr¬ 
dom  of  a  lifetime  in  self-denying  efforts  to  bless 
the  world,  than  the  spark  of  the  glow-  worm  is 
like  the  sunbeam.  There  is  something  that  stirs 
the  soul  more  in  Daniel’s  praying  with  his  win¬ 
dow  open  toward  Jerusalem,  in  spite  of  the  ter¬ 
rors  of  the  lions’  den,  than  in  all  the  eloi^uence 
of  Demosthenes,  or  the  victories  of  Alexander. 
It  does  not  need  great  battle  fields,  or  immense 
auditories,  to  make  heroes.  The  greatness  which 
Heaven  recognizes,  and  to  which  every  heart, 
subdued  by  grace  divine,  rcspond.s,  is  that  of 
goodness.  This  can  spring  up  under  lowly 
roofs.  It  can  make  solitary  places  memorable, 
by  the  victories  of  a  praying  faith.  It  can  fight, 
kneeling  on  moss,  or  heath,  or  desert  sand,  and 
rise  in  a  triumph  that  pours  contemp  t  on  mus¬ 
cular  prowess.  This  is  a  greatness,  too,  with¬ 
in  the  reach  of  all.  One  need  not  be  horn  to  a 
throne  to  obtain  it.  One  need  not  he  so  elevated 
as  to  he  a  spectacle  to  the  world,  in  order  to 
be  inspired  with,  or  to  exhibit  it.  The  eye  of 
God  is  enough,  and  the  soul  may  he  its  own 
field.  Fidelity  to  principle  is  a  jewel,  that 
needs  no  earthly  pomp,  or  courtlike  splendor, 
for  its  setting.  Intellect  or  learning  may  be 
hut  the  foil  to  its  simple  greatness.  Mount 
Blanc  would  gain  nothing  in  impressiveness,  if  it 
wore  hedged  about  by  a  Chinese  wall ;  and  a 
holy  life,  unswerving  in  devotion  to  truth  and 
I  duty,  looks  down  like  an  Alpine  summit  upon 
all  the  encirelinsr  attainments  or  achievements 


As  soon  as  we  saw  the  coast  of  England,  we 
were*  impatient  to  be  on  shore.  The  Captain 
knew  our  wish,  and  offered  to  aid  us  iu  its  exe¬ 
cution.  We  had  hardly  entered  the  British 
Channel  before  we  descried  making  towards  us 
a  pilot  boat  from  Falmouth,  which  hailed  us, 
and  asked  for  orders.  As  we  were  bound  for 
London,  the  Captain  had  no  use  for  a  pilot  to 
Falmouth,  hut  asked  if  he  would  return  into 
port  with  several  of  our  passengers.  Four  of  us 
wished  to  go,  and  the  pilot  said  he  would  take 
ns  in  for  a  pound  apiece,  an  offer  which  we 
eagerly  accepted.  He  sent  a  small  boat  to  take 
us  off  to  his  little  vessel,  and  we  clambered  down 
the  sides  of  the  Amazon,  Mrs.  F.  being  swung 
over  in  a  chair.  The  wind  which  had  borne  us 
on  so  swiftly  was  now  dying  away  to  a  calm. 


gentle  undulati<ms.  The  sun  was  sinking  in  the 
West  as  we  moved  away  from  the  noble  ship, 
and  our  friends  waved  their  adieus  from  the 
upper  deck.  But  for  two  hours  the  twilight  lin¬ 
gered,  stilling  the  soul  into  a  mood  as  tranquil 
as  the  waters  around,  and  filling  it  with  grateful 
glided  to  the  shores  of  Eng- 


meditatlons  as  we 
land. 

Falmouth,  where  we  landed,  is  a  little,  quaint 
old  town  in  the  Southwest  comer  of  England, 
near  the  extremity  of  Cornwall.  It  is  one  of 
the  few  points  in  the  island  not  yet  touched  by 
a  railroad.  One  is  being  built,  but  it  is  not  yet 
complete,  so  that  we  had  before  us  the  unexpect¬ 
ed  pleasure  of  a  day’s  ride  on  an  old  fashioned 
English  ooach.  Coaches  have  almost  disappeared 
in  England.  Even  ten  years  ago,  when  I  was 
here,  I  found  them  only  in  Wales,  Sootland,  and 
Ireland,  and  I  little  thought  ever  to  see  one 
agun.  It  was  therefore  with  a  sense  of  keen 
delight  that  we  mounted  to  the  topmost  seat, 
and  saw  the  burly  coachman  rein  in  his  mettled 
horses,  that  were  prancing  at  the  bit,  and  beard 
the  guard  wind  his  horn. 

To  ride  on  the  top  of  an  English  coaoh  is  an 
tKperienoe  never  to  be  forgotten.  Dr.  J ohnson 
once  said  to  Boswell,  when  they  were  thus

to  depart  from  and  to  improve  upon  those  acces¬ 
sories  to  the  version,  which  had  been  invented  and 
modified  in  England,  though  the  version  itself  they 

could  not  constitutionally  alter  or  amend . 

It  was  not  economy  which  induced  to  this  early 
course  ;  for  the  headings  made  here  were  as  long 
as  the  abridged  English  headings.  The  New  York 
Society  substituted  their  own  for  the  others  because 
they  preferred  them  ;  and  this  practice,  which  the 
American  Bible  Society  adopted  from  them,  and 
followed  without  known  complaint  from  any 
quarter,  through  the  half-generation  which  suc¬ 
ceeded  its  organization, — the  practice  of  publishing 
headings  not  of  columns  only,  but  of  chapters, 
which  had  been  originated  here,  and  which  were 
entirely  diverse  from  those  in  the  English  Bibles 
— properly  and  plainly  fixes  the  construction  of  the 
Constitution  itself. 

Illustrations  are  given  of  the  variations  be¬ 
tween  the  old  and  the  new  headings,  and  few 
will  hesitate  as  to  which  to  prefer.  Some  of  the 
old  headings  are  asserted  to  have  been  not  true,  in 
fact  contradicting  what  is  stated  in  the  text. 

So  late  as  1856,  after  the  report  had  long  been 
adopted,  and  the  standard  edition  had  been  pub¬ 
lished  for  several  years,  and  widely  circulated, 
copies  were  presented  to  distinguished  citizens, 
and  even  to  sovereigns  of  Europe.  In  the  letter 
accompanying  the  one  presented  to  Queen  Vic¬ 
toria,  the  managers  say  “  they  believe  it  to  be  an 
unusually  correct  edition  of  that  incomparable 
version.”  Similar  testimonies  were  freely  given  by 
auxiliaries  and  others. 

The  Committee  saw,  with  a  pleasure  which  they 
need  not  disguise,  their  work,  the  result  of  so 
much  labor  and  care,  accepted  with  such  cordial 
approbation  and  pleasure,  not  only  by  the  Man¬ 
agers,  but  by  very  many  others  whose  judg¬ 
ment  was  to  them  of  highest  value,  as  well  as  by 
the  great  body  of  unlettered  readers  of  the  Bible, 
whom  they  had  had  chiefly  in  view  in  preparing 
the  edition,  and  to  whom  they  had  hoped  and 
earnestly  prayed  to  be  able  to  make  it  most  truly 
useful. 

Several  years  passed  before  this  new  edition 
excited  critical  animadversion.  Rev.  A.  C.  Coxe, 
of  Baltimore,  first  assaulted  it,  but  in  a  style 
which  could  scarcely  tend  to  depreciate  the  esti¬ 
mate  of  it  very  generally  formed.  But  more  effect¬ 
ive  assailants  were  found  in  the  Princeton  Review 
and  in  Rev.  Dr.  Breckenridge.  The  objections 
urged  were  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on 
Versions,  and  the  report  upon  them  was  presented  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  by  Rev.  Dr.  Vermilye,  hav¬ 
ing  first  been  approved  by  the  other  members  of 
the  Committee,  Profs.  Robinson  and  Turner,  and 
Rev.  Drs.  Pley,  Cock,  and  Storrs.  The  resolutions 
accompanying  the  Report  were  not  adopted.  Suc¬ 
ceeding  resolutions  given  in  after  the  recommitting 
of  the  report,  were  not  adopted,  and  the  whole 
subject  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  of 
nine.  In  their  report  they  say : — 

The  revision  of  the  Bible,  which  was  commenced 
^  in  1847  and  resulted  in  the  present  standard  edition 
in  1851,  was  called  for  by  the  necessity  and  pro¬ 
priety  of  the  case.  The  inevitable  errors  of  the 
press  having  accumulated  by  the  printing  of  so 
many  previous  editions  of  the  Bible,  it  had  become 
difficult  and  perplexing  for  the  proof-readers  to 
determine,  in  many  places,  which  copy  was  cor¬ 
rect,  and  it  was  necessary  to  procure  a  careful 
revision  of  the  whole  book  by  a  collation  of  the 
most  accurate  editions,  and  the  editing  of  a  new 
edition  according  to  such  revision  which  might 
serve  as  a  standard.  The  important  and  erroneous 
work  of  collation  and  revision  was  confided  by 
your  Board  to  an  appropriate  Committee,  composed 
of  men  justly  eminent  for  ability,  learning,  experi¬ 
ence,  and  piety,  and  holding  high  rank  in  their 
several  different  denominations  of  Christians  ;  and 
your  Committee  both  heartily  commend  the  dili¬ 
gence,  skill,  and  fidelity  of  those  good  men,  and  of 
the  collator  employed  by  them,  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties,  and  highly  prize  the  result  of  their 
operations  as  a  collation  of  the  Scriptures.  But 
grave  objections  have  been  made  to  the  edition 
thus  prepared ;  and  your  Committee,  after  a  careful 
consideration  of  these  objections,  are  constra'med  to 
say  that  some  of  them  are,  in  their  judgment,  well 
founded.  This  being  the  case,  they  are  clearly  of 
the  opinion  that  the  same  principle  which  prompted 
.a  collation  in  1847,  and  led  to  the  preparation  of 
the  present  standard  edition,  now  requires  that  the 
Society  shall  so  revise  this  effition  as  to  remove  all

Messrs.  Editors : — The  semi-annual  meetii^  of

hether,  in  ac¬

■xtremes  that  Dan*t  Meet. 

The  wealth  of  the  English  Church  Establish¬ 
ment,  and  the  poverty  of  a  large  proportion  of  her 
working  clergy,  have  long  been  spoken  of  as  a  great 
Blemish  in  her  constitution.  The  ample  provision 
made  for  realizing  her  ideal,  of  caring  for  those 
who  care  not  for  themselves,  and  for  whom  the  vol- 
••taiy  principle  makes  no  provision,  in  contrast 
with  the  hourly  increasing  and  fearfully  alarming 
masses  for  whom  she  cares  not  at  all,  is  compelling 
attention  in  high  places.  It  is  true,  there  is  exag¬ 
geration  in  the  Bishop  of  Exeter’s  statistics  of 
“those  who  never  enter  a  church,”  as  he  ignores 
Dissenters  and  M«t.hodistsL  their  ex»wr»o*icles  being 
BO  “churches,”  and  their  ministers  as  well  as  peo¬ 
ple  given  over  to  “  the  Uncovenanted  Mercies  of 
God ;  ”  and  the  Roman  Catholic  declaimers,  such 
•■  Dr.  Cahill,  rejoice  in  the  Bishop’s  figures  as  a 
proof  of  the  failure  of  Protestantism,  and  an  argu¬ 
ment  that  Popery  alone  can  Christianize  a  popula¬ 
tion.  But,  making  all  allowances,  the  present  con¬ 
dition  of  the  English  Church  is  deplorable — a  hot¬ 
bed  for  converts  te  Romanism  in  her  wealthier 
members  and  higher  clergy,  a  neglecter  of  the 
miners,  manufacturers,  and  lower  orders  generally, . 
who,  but  for  the  voluntaries,  would  be  a  mass  of 
unmitigated  heathenism — ^with  wealth,  in  some, 
that  would  corrupt  angels,  from  its  excitements 
•nd  allurements,  from  luxury  and  extravagance, 
“  to  be  full,  and  deny  God,  and  say  Who  is  the 
Lord  ? ;  ”  and  poverty  in  others,  that  would  tempt 
an  equally  exalted  class  of  beings  to  despond,  and 
forget  God,  “  and  steal,  and  take  the  name  of  God 
in  vain.” 

Every  now  and  then,  these  contrasts  are  forced 
upon  public  attention,  in  connection  with  the  reck¬ 
less  management  of  those  who  administer  Church 
•ffiurs.  There  is  a  fund  in  Ireland,  formed  of  the 
inoomes  of  the  sees  of  ten  suppressed  bishoprics, 
which  was  intended  for  the  repairs  of  churches, 
and  the  better  pay  of  starved  curates.  The  com¬ 
missioners  voted,  the  other  day,  a  large  sum  for 
the  building  of  a  cathedral  at  Rilmore.  'When 
augnificent  cathedrals  or  splendid  structures  for 
the  clergy  are  to  be  built  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  the  Bishops  and  clergy,  with  the  wealthy 
laity,  put  their  hands  in  their  pockets,  and  the 
poor  give  their  penny  a  week — supplemented,  of 
coarse,  by  bequests  from  the  dying.  The  expendi¬ 
ture  of  the  funds  of  the  Established  Church  on  fine 
churches,  has  necessitated  the  formation  of  Socie¬ 
ties  to  provide  and  pay  curates.  Paragraphs  like 
the  following  are  of  continual  recurrence : 

Shocking  Dxstitution  of  Clergymen. — The 
Rev.  W.  G.  Jervis,  Secretary  to  the  Clerical  Fund, 
which  is  under  the  patronageof  the  Bishop  of  Lon¬ 
don,  in  appealing  for  aid  in  a  particular  case  of 
clerical  destitution,  says  that  he  himself  knows 
four  hundred  clergymen,  who  tn  one  year  applied  to 
him  for  any  assistance  in  monej  or  even  clothing. 
The  Bishop  of  Sodor  and  Man  states  that  the  pov¬ 
erty  of  the  clergy  in  his  diocese  was  so  great  that 
fresh  neat  was  a  luxury  to  them,  and  another  Bishop 
told  him  (Mr.  Jervis)  that  he  knew  many  clergy¬ 
men  in  his  diocese  who,  together  with  their  wires 
and  families,  seldom  tasted  meal. — London  Paper. 

Does  not  the  system  under  which  such  things 
occur  require  alteration  ?  Is  it  not  a  duty,  while 
there  are  hundreds  of  clergymen  with  little  labor 
•■d  la^e  incomes — is  it  not  a  duty  to  demand  that 
this  disgrace  be  wiped  from  the  pecuniary  arrange¬ 
ments  of  the  Church  1

show  strong  columnar  tendencies.  The  middle 
third  of  the  range  slopes  very  gradually  on  the 
Southern  aspect,  where  the  mountains  muntain ' 
a  comparatively  regular  descent  from  their  sum¬ 
mits  to  the  ocean  shore,  a  distance  of  five  or  six 
miles.

There  are  several  solitary  projections  of  rock  in 
the  Metalanim  and  Kiti  tribes.  One,  much  resem¬ 
bling  a  sugar-loaf  in  shape,  in  the  Metalanim  val¬ 
ley  at  the  head  of  the  harbor  of  the  same  name, 
is  called  Takain.  Its  height  may  be  four  hundred 
feet,  and  its  circumference  at  the  base  three-quar¬ 
ters  of  a  mile.  Its  Eastern  aspects  are  perpen¬ 
dicular  ;  its  Western,  not  so  steep  but  that  by  ad¬ 
hering  with  hands  and  feet,  after  the  manner  of 
the  indigenous  Gecko,  it  may  be  ascended.  Ad¬ 
herent  to  the  base  of  the  main  rock,  yet  separated 
from  it  above,  is  a  much  smaller  rock.  Within  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  of  Takain  rises  a  dome-shaped 
hill,  of  almost  the  same  elevation,  but  not  so  pre¬ 
cipitous.  At  the  head  of  the  Panian  harbor,  a 
needle-shaped  rock  elevates  itself  from  the  top  of 
a  slight  ridge.  It  may  be  ten  or  twelve  rods  at

It  was  then  I  learned,  for  the  first  time,  that  his 
father  had  turned  him  out  of  his  house  for  drunk¬ 
enness  six  mtoths  before,  and  that  he  had  been  an 
outcast  ever  since.  Sometimes  he  would  creep 
into  the  house  for  shelter  at  night,  after  all  were 
in  bed,  and  steal  away  again  in  the  morning  before 
any  one  was  awake.  He  was  wholly  broken  down 
and  desperate.  When  his  parents  learned  what 
had  been  done  with  him,  they  appeared  much 
pleased ;  and  said  that,  although  they  were  Catho¬ 
lics,  if  I  could  do  anything  for  “  John,”  I  was 
welcome  to  do  what  1  liked,  for  they  had  given 
him  up  for  lost  long  since. 

“  John  ”  has  kept  his  pledge,  and  his  pledge  has 
kept  him.  He  is  another  man  in  appearance,  is 
engaged  in  a  respectable  employment,  is  recon¬ 
ciled  to  his  parents,  and  attends  the  Mission  Sab¬ 
bath  school.

Hfs  Testimony  Disposed  of. 

The  course  taken  by  the  Boston  Recorder  and 
the  Congregational  Journal,  in  exposing  the  tenden¬ 
cy  to  laxity  of  doctrine  among  some  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  churches  of  the  West,  is  evidently  pro¬ 
ducing  its  effects.  The  Western  brethren  reply 
with  some  warmth,  that  the  same  laxity  of  doc¬ 
trine  is  to  be  found  in  the  Eastern  churches,  which 
is  charged  upon  them.  A  former  well  known  cor¬ 
respondent  of  the  Independent,  and  now  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Herald,  Chicago,  ( J.  C.  H.)  representing 
the  Western  churches  in  the  General  Association 
of  Massachusetts,  devoted  most  of  his  remarks  tu 
the  Boston  Recorder  and  the  Evangelist  ;  charg¬ 
ing  the  former  with  giving  currency  to  slanderous 
reports,  and  the  latter  with  the  sin  of  drawing  un¬ 
avoidable  inferences  from  premises,  which  his  state¬ 
ment  is  far  from  refuting. 

But  the  Recorder  so  fully  exposes  his  fiillacies, 
that  we  are  relieved  from  the  necessity  of  it.  His 
remarks  were  somewhat  diffuse,  touching  upon 
some  subjects  that  have  little  connection  with  the 
main  one.  The  reference  to  the  relative  propor¬ 
tion  contributed  to  the  American  Home  Mission¬ 
ary  Society  by  the  two  denominations,  was  utterly 
irrelevant,  unless  the  minority  (granting  that  the 
Presbyterians  are  so)  are  to  be  denied  the  rights 
even  of  objection  or  remonstrance.  Any  constitu¬ 
ent  member  of  the  Society,  if  we  have  understood 
the  principles  put  forward  so  prominently  of  late, 
has  the  right  of  uttering  his  views,  even  though  he 
be  but  the  thirteen-hundredth  part  of  the  Society. 

The  Recorder  says : 

We  are  concerned  only  to  show  certain  fallacies 
which  lurked  under  his  presentation  of  the  matter. 
The  epithets  which  he  used  are  matters  of  taste 
with  him ;  and  of  less  concern  to  us. 

The  first  fallacy  was  under  the  representatioo 
that  the  so-called  slanderers  of  the  West,  had  dealt 


a  slight  ridge, 
the  base,  and  perhaps  150  feet  high  above  the  top 
of  the  ridge.  On  Lutkd’s  chart  it  bears  the  name 
Mt.  Guerite.  In  the  West  end  of  the  island  is  an¬ 
other  needle  rock,  which  I  have  never  visited, 
much  like  3It.  Guerite. 

A  number  of  very  active  streams  pour  through 
the  valleys  on  the  Southern  side  of  the  island. 
The  largest  is  probably  that  emptying  at  the  base 
of  Takain.  On  the  North  of  the  central  range 
there  are  no  streams,  save  one  or  two  draining  the 
Nut  valley.  These  streams,  during  the  course  of 
ages,  must  have  effected  great  things.  I  question 
whether  any  bodies  of  water  in  the  world  are 
more  active  than  these.  During  freshets,  which 
occur  with  almost  every  heavy  shower,  they  are 
deeply  perturbed  by  the  black  and  red  earths  with 
which  they  are  laden.  These  alluvial  substances 
are  deposited  along  the  shores,  forming,  in  many 
places,  immense  flats,  over  which  the  tide  ebbs 
and  flows.  It  is  only  on  the  South  side  of  the 
island,  from  the  Metalanim  harbor  to  Point  Rit- 
tlitz,  that  these  marshes  are  of  any  considerable 
extent,  for  on  this  side  alone  are  the  principal 
streams,  and  these  Southwest  shores  are  protected 
from  the  roughened  ocean  acted  upon  by  the 
Northeast  trades.  The  island  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Nut  valley  is  but  one  of  the  alluvial  marshes. 

It  need  scarcely  be  remarked  that  the  general 
surface  of  all  the  basaltic  members  of  the  Ponape 
group  is  very  rugged.  Rocks  and  stones  are  scat¬ 
tered  over  almost  the  entire  surface  in  the  great¬ 
est  profusion ;  and  but  few  plains,  even  of  %  few 
acres  in  extent,  are  to  be  anywhere  seen.  The 
leeward  slopes  in  the  KUi  tribe  present  a  few 
spots  that  may  be  termed  level.  Basaltic  speci¬ 
mens  may  be  found  on  almost  every  square  rod  of 
the  island,  but  on  certain  spots  they  seem  to  be 
adventitious  rather  than  native.  In  such  spots 
the  earth  is  a  reddish  clay,  under  which  will  usu¬ 
ally  be  found  what  seems  to  be  a  decomposed  rock, 
with  frequent  seams  of  red  earth.  Beneath  the 
whole,  we  strike  upon  the  substratum  of  basalt,  in 
compact  masses. 

Surrounding  the  whole  body  of  basaltic  eleva¬ 
tions  is  a  beautiful  coral  reef,  distant  from  the 
coast  of  the  main  island  the  average  distance  of 
perhaps  two  miles.  There  are  no  less  than  seven 
considerable  intervals  in  the  continuity  of  this  reef, 
forming  as  many  harbors,  several  of  which  are 
really  excellent  ones.  Between  the  reef  and  the 
shore  of  the  island  are  ill  the  usual  coral  patches 
that  give  such  wondrous  variety  to  tropic  waters. 
The  height  of  these  patches  varies  greatly.  A  very 
considerable  number  of  them  are  from  an  inch  or 
two  to  a  foot  or  more  above  the  ebb  tides  at  the 
syzygies.  On  the  outer  reef  are  a  num^r  of  islets 
in  every  way  similar  to  those  on  the  purely  coral¬ 
line  groups.  They  are  found  from  the  mouth  of 
the  Metalanim  harbor,  along  the  Southern  line,  as 
far  as  point  Kittlitz,  but  not  on  the  North  of  Po¬ 
nape.  These  islets  have  a  nearly  uniform  eleva¬ 
tion  of  about  two  feet  above  high-water  mark.  I 
gather  from  my  own  observations  and  from  the 
reports  of  the  pilots,  that  soundings  are  found  out¬ 
side  of  the  reef,  nearly  if  not  quite  round  the  isl- 
and,  at  distances  vaiying  from  a  quarter  to  half  a 
mile  from  the  reef.

We  have  received  a  large  pamphlet  published  by 
the  late  Committee  on  Versions,  containing  state¬ 
ments  and  docaments  concerning  the  recent  action 
of  the  Board  of  Managers.  We  had  intended  to 
notice  it  before,  but  the  pressure  upon  our  columns 
has  prevented  our  doing  so.  The  pamphlet  con¬ 
tains  large  extracts  from  the  different  reports  of 
the  Committee,  as  well  as  partial  statements 
respecting  the  action  of  the  Board.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  state  in  their  note  to  the  public  that — 

It  is  in  .no  contentious  or  litigous  temper,  and 
ia  no  spirit  of  pique,  that  the  undersigned  make 
this  publication.  Having  been  elected,  by  the  un¬ 
solicited  and  unanimous  votes  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  to  .the  office  from  which  they  are  now 
disehs^ed ;  having  served  the  Society  in  that 
office,  one  of  them  for  twenty  years,  and  all  of 
them,  save-one,  for  mwe  than  ten  years,  at  frequent 
sacrifice  of  their  personal  convenience  ;  having 
adopt^  no  measure,  in  the  course  of  their  admin¬ 
istration  .of  the  interests  intrusted  to  t^m,  with¬ 
out  free  ffisoussion  .and  cordial  agreement;  and 
having  had  the  most  ample  testimonials,  from 
many  quarien,  of  the  value  and  importance  of  the 
work  they  had  accomplished ;  they  have  seen  with 
pain  the  recent  departure  by  the  Bomrd  of  Man¬ 
agers  frmn  principles  which  heretofore  have  been 
recognized  and  established  in  the  usage  of  the.So- 
ciete,  as  proper  and  wise. 


in  vague  and  general  insinuations,  without  giving 
the  specific  facts.  The  resolution  of  the  Albany 
Convention,  which  he  introduced  to  be  reenacted, 
as  if  it  were  a  rebutter  and  extinguisher  of  all  our 
sins,  was  a  resolution  against  circ^ting  vague 
irresponsible  insinuations,  without  giving  facts  in 
detail,  and  any  candid  hearer  will  say  that  the- 
whole  drift  of  his  remarks  accused  the  Recorder 
of  this  sin.  But,  in  fact,  the  head  and  front  of  our 
offending  has  been,  that  we  have  given  the  facts  t'» 
detail— ua  in  the  case  of  our  Review  of  Creeds,  and 
in  countless  other  cases  that  might  be  In¬ 

deed,  after  Mr.  Holbrook’s  speech,  we  called  his 
attention  to  this  fact,  and  in  private  he  admitted 
that  that  part  of  his  remarks  had  no  appKcation  to 

"Pecifications. 

Yet  If  he  had  said  this  in  his  public  speech,  it  would 
have  destroyed  its  main  force  as  a  complaint  of  the 
misdeeds  of  the  Recorder. 

Another  fallacy  was,  that  the  alarms  which  we 
have  raised  against  the  errors  encouraged  in  our 
minist^  have  been  especiaUy  meant  for  the  West. 
The  whol®  ^  been  represented  as  an  effort  to  dis¬ 
credit  the  brethren  at  the  West.  This  is  in  the 
face  of  our  repeated  declarations,  and  of  the  whole 
acts  in  this  branch  of  our  labors.  Where  we  hare 
exposed  one  error  in  the  West,  we  have  expos^ 
ten  m  the  East.  If  we  hare  spoken  of  errors  in 
Chicago,  we  have  spoken  of  worse  errors  in  Boston. 

Another  fallacy  in  this  and  other  speeches  from 
the  West,  was  under  the  assumption  tlmt  all  is 
right  at  tee  East,  and  therefore  when  it  is  shown 
that  the  Western  ministry  has  no  more  of  unsound- 
ness  than  the  Eastern,  it  is  proved  that  all  la  right. 
But  when  an  Eastern  organ  of  a  large  portion  of 
our  ministry  avows  hail-Arminianism,  it  requires 
another  step  in  the  argument  to  prove  that  the 
Western  ministers  are  Ualvinistic. 

Still  another  fallacy  makes  the  standard  of  Or¬ 
thodoxy  subjective.  Each  witness  declared  his 
brethren  sound  efier  his  own  standard.  And  thn 


They  regard  the  new  principles  tens  introduced 
as  fraught  with  evil  and  danger  to  the  Society  ;  at 
once  injurious  to  its  fotuxe  neefulness,  and  sin- 
gnlarly  inconsistent  with  its  previous  history. 
Entertaining  tbeae  conrietions,  therefore,  they  feel 
called  in  duty  to  i»«eeiit  the  foUoaring  statements 
and  papers  to  the  Society  and  the  public.  And 
they  solicit  for  thmn  the  candid  attrition,  and  the 
careful  consideratiim,  of  all  who  lore  our  Lord 
I  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity  and  truth. 

According  to  their  statement,  it  ia  now  about  ten 
years  since  active  measures  were  taken  for  prepar¬ 
ing  a  standard  edition  of  the  veraion  in  common 
use.  The  report  favoring  it  was  unanimonsly 
adopted  by  the  Board.  It  presented  facts  in 
regard  to  the  orthography,  proper  names,  capital 
letters,  wmrds  italicized,  punctuation,  Ac.,  which 
plainly  showed  the  importance,  if  not  necessity,  of 
a  cartful  revision.  The  “contents  of  the  chapters,” 
moreover,  required  correction,  and  on  these  various 
points  the  views  of  the  managers  favoring  a  revision 
were  evidently  nnanimons.  The  labors  of  the 
Committee,  consequently,  were  directed,  according 
to  their  own  statement, 

To  make  a  better  edition  than  had  ever  before 
been  made  of  “  the  version  in  common  usb  ;”  not 
to  substitute  another  version  for  this,  either  in 


Romanists. 

The  National  School  system  was  a  compromise. 
Before,  there  was  the  Hibernian  Society,  which 
required  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  au- 
thorized  version.  This  was  objected  to,  though 
people  thought  the  common  Book  common  ground. 
It  was  the  translstion.  Then  came  the  Kildare 
Place  Society ;  the  Douay  for  the  Roman  Catho¬ 
lics.  Tlus  was  objected  to;  the  “Church”  decreed 
against  the  indiscriminate  reading  of  the  BiblA 
The  National  followed ;  united  common  education, 
separate  reiigioas  instmetion.  Bat  in  the  Com¬ 
mon,  were  four  volumes  of  “  Scripture  extracts,” 
approved  by  Dr.  Murray,  late  Roman  Catholic 
Arahbishop  of  Dublin,  and  Dr.  Crolly,  the  late 
Primate.  But  these,  with  Dr.  Whately’s  “  Easy 
Iissaons  on  Christian  Evidences,”  and  a  couple  of 
volumes  of  poetry,  are  thrown  out.  And  it  is  now 
discovered,  that  the  Common  lesson  books  were 
oempiled  by  a  Scotch  Calvinist,  and  that  a  laige 
number  of  tYiS  employis  are  Protestants— some  con-  ' 


Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommended  the 
adoption  by  your  Board  of  the  following  resolu¬ 
tions,  viz: — 

Reeved,  That  this  Society’s  present  standard 
English  Bible,  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Com¬ 


mittee  on  Yersions  for  examination;  and  in  all 
cases  where  the  same  differs,  in  the  text  or  its  ac¬ 
cessories,  from  the  Bibles  previonsly  pubUshed  by 
the  Society,  the  Committee  are  directed  to  correct 
the  same  by  conforming  it  to  previons  editions 
printed  by  this  Society,  or  by  the  anthorized 
British  presses,  reference  also  being  had  to  the 
original  edition  of  the  translators  printed  in  1611; 
and  to  report  such  corrections  to  this  Board,  to 
the  end  that  a  new  edition  thus  perfected  may  be 
adopted  as  the  standard  edition  of  this  Society. 

Resolved,  That  nntil  the  completion  and  adoption 
of  such  new  standard  edition,  the  English  Bibles  to 
be  issued  by  this  Society  shall  be  such  as  conform 
to  the  editions  of  the  Society  anterior  to  the  late 
revision,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable,  and  except¬

justly  held  in  high  esteem  by  New  Yorkers,  alike 
on  account  of  the  materials  of  which  it  is  compos¬ 
ed,  and  the  degree  of  discipline  to  which  it  has  at¬ 
tained  in  all  that  cmistitutes  military  excellence. 
Their  reception  at  Richmond  and  at  Washington 
was  little  less  than  an  ovation.  The  Religious 
Press  of  Richmond  seem  to  have  indulged  in  the 
general  admiration  of  their  deportme  nt — the  Cen¬ 
tral  Presbyterian  remarking:  “We  have  enjoyed 
some  rather  unusual  opportunities  of  witnessing 
imposing  military  pageants,  but  we  never  saw  a 
finer  body  of  men  as  to  personal  appearance  and 
bearing,  or  one  whose  evolutions  were  performed 
with  such  meshanical  precision  and  withal  with 
such  spirit — combining  the  regularity  of  the  Eng¬ 
lish  drill  with  the  celerity  of  movement  character¬ 
istic  of  the  French.  This  regiment  is  said  to  be 
composed  of  young  men  of  the  best  families  of  New 
York,  and  their  thoroughly  gentlemanly  deport¬ 
ment  here  was  such  as  reflected  honor  on  their  flag 
and  city.  Intemperance,  profanity,  or  disorder  of 
any  kind,  would  have  been  out  of  chaiyipter  in  a 
regiment  which  brought  out  with  it,  as  tbe  Sev¬ 
enth  did,  its  Chaplain — who  informed  us  that  he 
had  a  pleasant  and  solemn  service  on  board  the 
steamer  on  Sunday,  and  that  the  behavior  of  the 
men  was  worthy  of  all  praise.” 

The  regiment  visited  Washington,  and  was  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  President  and  the  Se<a«tary  of  War 
and  the  attaches  of  his  Department.  But  though 
their  visit  was  thus  pleasant,  there  were  draw¬ 
backs  in  the  shape  of  heat,  fatigue,  and  hunger, 
and,  more  than  all,  in  the  death  of  one  of  their 
number,  which  might  serve  as  a  small  earnest  of 
something  more  than  the  poetry  of  their  profes¬ 
sion.  They  finally  left  Washington  early  Satur¬ 
day  morning,  with  special  reference  to  arriving 
home  before  the  Sabbath.  They  did  not  arrive,

The  total  shipments  of  the  season, 
thus  far,  are  176,460  bbls.  of  flour,  5,079,196 
bushels  of  wheat,  1,941,763  bushels  of  corn,  and 
822,827  bushels  of  oats — equivalent  to  nearly  eight 
millions  of  bushels  of  grain  (7,826,086  bushels). 

The  receipts  of  lumber  since  the  first  of  Janaary 
now  amount  to  over  a  hundred  millions  of  feet,  to 
wit,  101,002,000  feet. 

We  have  also  sent  to  New  York,  sinoe  the  first 
of  January,  twenty  thousand  bead  of  oattle,  and 
more  than  fifty  thousand  hogs. — Chicago  Times  of 
Tuesday. 

New  Sloop  of- War. — ^The  Boston  Journal  has  the 
following:  “We  learn  that  orders  have  been  re¬ 
ceived  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Charlestown,  for  the  im¬ 
mediate  construction  of  a  sloop-of-war,  183  feet  in 
length,  31  feet  breadth  of  beam,  and  of  1,200  tuns 
burthen.  She  is  to  carry  but  three  guns,  and  is  to 
be  of  very  light  draft.” 

The  amount  of  canal  tolls  collected  at  Oswego,  1 
Phoenix,  and  Salina,  and  properly  belonging  to 
Oswego,  up  to  July  1st,  is  $107,934  46.  The  in¬ 
crease  in  June,  over  June  of  last  year,  is  $9,-

A  Noble  Woman. — ^It  is  stated,  that  Mrs.  Nich¬ 
ols,  the  wife  of  the  unfortunate  captain  of  the 
Grotto,  which  recently  arrived  at  this  port,  with 
yellow  fever  on  board,  accompanied  her  husband 
on  his  voyage,  and  notwithstanding  the  shocking 
fact  of  her  partner’s  unexpected  demise,  finding  it 
imperative  that  her  tid  must  be  rendered  in  navi¬ 
gating  the  vessel — for  all  but  two  of  the  crew 
were  stricken  with  the  plague — she  nobly  smother¬ 
ed  the  anguish  which  she  felt,  and  lent  her  services 
in  working  the  ship.  When  the  vessel  was  spoken 
by  the  steam-tug  off  Fire  Island,  this  heroic  lady 
was  at  the  wheel,  performing  work  far  beyond 
what  ordinarily  could  have  been  expected  of  any 
woman.

The  Examintr  recurs  to  the  change  of  Mis* 
non  Policy  lately  effected  in  the  (BapUsf)  Mis- 
uoniuy  Union — that  of  making  each  Mission 
the  superintendent  of  its  own  disburse¬ 

ments.  The  tendency  would  he,  it  is  argued,  to 
engender  difficulties  and  strifes  between  Missions.

Would  it  promote  concord  among  the  pastors 
of  our  chwhes  in  New  York,  to  divide  them 
into  t^  missions — East  and  West  of  Broadway 

with  $50  000  a  year  to  be  equitably  divided 
among  them,  md  that  by  themselves?  Would 
the  Home  Minion  Board  prevent  alienation 
among  their  missionarlea  in  Minnesota,  bj  form- 
ing  them  into  a  mission,  and  remitting  the 
‘‘gross  sum  ”  of  ten  thousand  dollars  a  year  for 
the  missionaries  to  distribute  among  themselves  ? 
We  know  that  the  Maulmain  Mission  was  abso¬ 
lutely  severed,  about  twelve  years  ago,  by  a 
somewhat  bitter  controversy  that  grew  out  of  ^the 
division  of  funds.  We  also  know  that  mission-

THS  SIMFLIOITY  OF  FAITH. 

God  does  not  require  of  the  sinner  the  per¬ 
formance  of  some  great  deed,  which  but  few  can 
perform.  He  does  not  demand  extraordinary 
talents  which  but  few  men  possess,  but  He  has 
made  the  conditions  of  salvation  so  simple  and  . 
easy  that  a  child  can  fulfil  them.  Nay,  more ; ' 
lest  men  should  hope  to  earn  salvation  by  their 
own  achievements,  or  by  the  extraordinary  exer¬ 
tion  of  their  abilities,  God  has  chosen,  as  one  of 
the  conditions  of  pardon,  that  mental  exercise, 
or  disposition  of  the  soul,  which  is  especially 
characteristic  of  childhood,  namely — ^filial  trust 
and  confidence,  or  fiiith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
To  the  child  it  is  natural  to  trust  in  some  one 
who  is  older  than  himself,  who  knows  more  than 
he  knows  and  can  teach  him ;  some  one  who  b 
stronger  than  be,  and  can  protect  him  and  supply 
hb  wants.  This  disposition  of  the  child  to  trust 
or  rely  upon  his  parents  is  not  something  he 
acquires  by  experience,  but  it  b  natural  to  him 
from  the  first ;  it  b  stronger  in  infancy  than  at 
any  oUier  period,  and  it  diminbhes  as  experience 
increases.  While  he  is  yet  destitute  of  knowl¬ 
edge  he  exercises  thb  feeling  of  trust.  He  con¬ 
fidently  believes  what  hb  mother  tells  him,  and 
no  denbl  of  another  can  shake  hb  belief.  When 
hungry,  he  looks  to  her  for  food,  when  afraid,  he 
runs  to  her  for  protection.  There  b  no  one  so 
-dear  to  him  as  mother.  There  b  no  name  so 
often  upon  his  lips  as  mother.  There  b  no  emo- 
-tion  or  mental  exercise  so  simple,  yet  so  pure,  so 
strong,  so  constant,  so  lovely,  as  the  child’s  con- 
Adence  in  his  mother.  And  why?  Because 
there  b  no  one  so  weak,  so  helpless,  so  dependent, 
so  ignorant,  so  defenceless  as  a  child. 

How  appropriate,  how  wise  in  God  to  make 
thb  same  filial  confidence,  or  trust,  which  even 
the  child  can  and  does  exercise,  to  be  the  ohar- 
Acteristic  feature  of  the  Gospel  plan  of  salva¬ 
tion.  For  who  b  more  helpless,  who  more  igno¬ 
rant,  who  more  in  need  of  guidance,  and  direc¬ 
tion,  and  assistance,  than  the  impenitent  sinner  ? 
Without  an  interest  in  Ghrbt  he  b  nothing; 
without  the  aid  of  die  Holy  Spirit  he  can  do 
nothing  for  hb  salvation;  he  b  corrupt,  de¬ 
praved,  and  blind.  Sin  b  hb  idol  and  hb  de¬ 


twelve  months.  In  the  first  place,  the  attend¬ 
ance  b  much  larger  than  it  was  a  year  ago. 
Many  of  the  brethren  and  sisters  are  so  much 
interested  in  thb  meeting,  that  they  even  come 
out  rainy  evenings  to  attend  it.  Formerly,  if 
the  weather  was  unfavorable,  it  was  not  held. 
It  isn’t  so  now :  the  people  have  learned  that  the 
Saviour’s  promise  to  meet  with  those  who  as¬ 
semble  for  Hb  worship,  doesn’t  read  “  stormy 
weather  excepted.”  They  have  found  that  He 
b  just  as  sure  to  be  at  the  prayer-meeting  on  a 
stormy  evening,  as  on  a  fair  one.  Then,  again, 
the  exercises  are  much  more  interesting.  Thin 
is,  undoubtedly,  owing  partly  to  the  increased 
attendance — numbers  always  generate  enthusi¬ 
asm,  and  enthusiasm  creates  interest — but  ano¬ 
ther  reason  b,  that  the  brethren  arc  more  ready 
than  they  used  to  be  to  do  their  part  toward 
sustaining  the  meeting.  There  b  less  disposition 
to  make  the  pastor  do  all  the  talking,  and  all 
the  praying.  More  than  this,  the  exhortations 
and  prayers  are  of  a  different  character  from 
what  they  were  a  year  ago.  When  the  brethren 
rise  to  speak,  they  seem  to  have  an  idea  of  what 
they  wbh  to  say,  and  when  they  have  said  it, 
they  sit  down;  consequently,  they  are  brief, 
pointed,  and  telling.  Formerly,  those  who  got 
up  to  make  an  exhortation  seemed,  frequently, 
to  have  no  point,  but  talked  at  random,  until 
they  thought  they  had  occupied  about  time 
enough,  and  then  sat  down,  without  having  made 
any  very  definite  impression  on  the  mind  of  any 
one.  The  prayers,  too,  have  greatly  improved. 
The  brethren  seem  to  have  something  to  pray  for 
— they  don’t  pray  so  much  as  if  they  supposed  the 
Lord  would  expect  them  to  ask  for  something, 
but  they  really  didn’t  feel  that  they  greatly 
needed  anything  in  particular. 

But  what  has  brought  about  thb  change  ? 
Why,  the  Holy  Spirit  has  been  with  us,  and  is 
present  still!  We  have  had  a  glorious  revival. 

Well,  I’ve  been  wondering  whether  things 
will  remain  long  in  this  blessed  state.  It  b  cer¬ 
tainly  desirable  that  they  should,  and  I  see  no 
I  reason  why  they  may  not.  All  that  b 


Jesus  Ghrist  Are  you  willing?” 
looked  up  with  an  expression  of  hope  and  deter¬ 
mination,  raised  his  eyes  toward  Heaven,  and 
said,  “I  will,  if  I  die.”  And  be  did  so.  A  few 
days  after,  the  pastor  saw  him,  and  asked  him  if 
he  had  kept  hb  pledge.  The  reply  was  that 
he  had,  by  the  grace  of  God,  but  it  had  almost 
killed  him.  The  old  man  b  now  a  regular  at¬ 
tendant  upon  all  the  meetings  of  the  church,  and 
he  exhibits  in  his  daily  life  the  characterbtics  of 
the  meek  and  humble  Ghrbtian,  forming  a  re¬ 
markable  contrast  with  the  acts  of  hb  life  pre¬ 
viously. 

There  is  more  worth  of  testimony  in  such  a 
case  than  b  apparent  to  every  one  at  the  first 
glance.  Thb  testiifPony  proves  not  only  the  in¬ 
spiration  of  the  Scriptures  in  general,  and  the 
reality  of  religion,  but  it  reaches,  also,  the  special 
truths  of  the  G^btian  system.  Think  of  its 
testimony  to  the  monstrous  depravity  of  the  un¬ 
regenerate  heart — “  I  had  no  sooner  got  dry 
clothes  on  me,  than  I  turned  round  and  cursed 
Him,  and  led  a  life  as  bad  as  ever  1”  Is  not 
that  ^Hoted  depravity  ?” 

How  beautifully  does  this  case  prove,  abo,  the 
riches  of  forgiving  love — that  Jesus  Ghrist  came 
into  the  world  to  save  sinners,  even  the  chief ! 
And  to  specify  no  further,  its  testimony  to  the 
grace  that  proves  itself  sufficient  to  reclaim  and 
to  uphold  whoever  will  humbly  trust,  b  beyond 
measure  precious.

A  Gorious  Gas*. — The  Rev.  Mr.  Sherman, 
a  Gongregational  minbter  of  Gonnecticut,  lately 
baptbed  a  woman  on  profession  of  her  faith,  who 
had  previously  been  baptized,  in  adult  life,  by  an 
Episcopal  minister,  upon  whose  ministrations 
she  had  been  accustomed  to  attend. 

Mr.  Sherman,  whose  course  has  called  forth 
some  severe  animadversions  from  the  Episcopal 
press,  defends  himself  on  the  ground  that  the 
woman  in  question  professed  to  have  been  recent¬ 
ly  convert^  in  connection  with  hb  church,  and 
that  when  she  was  baptized*  by  the  Epbcopal 
minister  she  had  no  faith ;  and  hence  that  her 
baptbm  was  a  mere  empty  form  and  invalid. 
Mr.  Sherman  alleges  that  he  did  not  intend  to 
repudiate  the  ministerial  acts  of  his  Episcopal 
brother,  but  that  if  the  person  had  been  bap¬ 
tized  forty  times,  under  the  same  mbtake  of  her 
faith,  by  Congregational  clergymen,  he  would 
have  adminbtered  the  ordinance  just  the  same. 
Thb  seems  to  us  to  be  novel  doctrine  and  calcu¬ 
lated  to  do  mischief.  No  minbter,  unless  he 
claims  omniscience,  can  ever,  on  this  principle, 
be  sure  that  he  is  adminbtering  the  ordinance 
validly.  This  same  woman  may  claim  a  third, 
fourth,  and  fiftieth  baptbm  on  the  same  pretence, 
and  thus  bring  the  ordinance-  itself  into  con-

The  Protestant  Churchman,  taking  for  a  text 
the  announcement  that  Rev.  J.  I.  T.  Goolidge  had 
resigned  hb  pabtoral  charge  and  his  conneetioB 
with  the  Unitarians,  because  hb  preaching  was 
of  a  character  to  make  it  “  unwelcome  ”  to  hb 
congregation,  has  a  sensible  article  on  the  prac¬ 
tical  intolerance  of  the  powa  towardo  the  pulpit. 
This  b  the  concluding  narairranh  ? 

But  where  is  such  a  system  of  contmnptible, 
petty  persecution  to  lead?  We  trust  to  an  in¬ 
dependence  in  the  ministry  at  last  which  will 
break  up  all  such  meshes  of  restraint,  and  preach 
boldly  and  conscientiously  that  which  they  feel> 
and  know  to  be  the  truth,  with  a  clear  p^rcep-f 
tiou  ofi  their  responsibility  to  God.  We  have  ' 
seen  thb  thing  proceeding  far  enough.  The 
great  societies  of  our  land  prophesy  in  sackcloth 
under  the  bondage  of  mere  sectional  and  secta- 
rbn  oombination  and  hostility.  Preacher  after 
preacher  b  banbhed  for  his  fidelity.  Ghurch 
after  church  b  rent  in  twain  by  the  violence  of 
the  Demetriuses  and  Diotrephes  of  the  day,  un¬ 
til  a  young  servant  of  Ghrbt  feeb  that  it  is  as 
muoh  as  his  life  is  worth  to  do  hb  Master’s  work 
according  to  his  own  conscience. 

The-  Observer  dilates  on  a  statement  in  the 
Report  on  Home  Missions  to  the  Massachusetts 
State  Assoebtion,  to  the  effect  that  there  were 
in  the  State  1,300,000  people  who  habitually 
neglected  public  worship,  and  26  towns  in  which 
there  was  no  evangelical  preaching.

of  Home  Missions.  As  we  are  more  affected  by 
particular  than  general  reports,  it  'v.ould  be  well 
for  the  Gommittee  to  publbh  tho.names  of  the 
twenty-six  towns  of  Massachusetts,  in  which 
the  Gospel  is  not  preached.  Perhaps  it  b  de¬ 
sirable  that  a  new  society  be  formed  to  plant  a 
preacher  in  each  one  of  them,  before,  the  present 
year  closes.  Or  the  Home  Mbsonary  Society 
might,  in  advance  of  all  othens,  send  faithful 
men  into  these  places,  to  sow.  the  seeds  of  the 
Gospel  with  the  least  possible  delay.  And  be¬ 
fore  thb  Society  can  bring  its  artUlery  to  beM

The  Christian  Advocate  and  Journal,  in  a 
recent  issue,  refers  to  the  course  and  success  of  { 
the  Baptbt  missionary  Oncken,  in  Hamburg, 
and  pronounces  it  the  true  method  of  pastoral 
labor.  The  peculiarity  of  the  missionary  pastor 
was  to  contrive  work  for  every  member  of  the 
church  to  do — to  secure  universal  personal  activ¬ 
ity  in  the  service  of  Ghrbt.  Of  thb  method 
the  Advocate  says : 

For  the  honor  and  blessedness  of  our  human¬ 
ity  the  Gospel  economy  is  constructed  on  the 
capital  condition  of  human  cooperation  with 
God;  and  who  that  reflects  does  not  see  that  if 
all  Christians  would  live  up  to  the  Gospel — 
that  b,  live,  pray,  labor,  give  away  money  and 
themselves,  fur  the  Gospel,  its  light  would  rise 
and  spread  like  that  of  the  sun  in  the  firmament, 
and  forthwith  illuminate  the  world?  Great 
boolm  in  favor  of  the  Gospel  are  essential  but 
they  never  will  establbh  it ;  great  organizations 
for  its  propagation  are  necessary,  but  they  are 
only  collateral  and  partial  methods  of  applying 
the  power  of  the  Church ;  the  great,  compre¬ 
hensive,  and  ultimate  condition  of  its  universal

An  able  painter  does  not  slav¬ 
ishly  copy  the  traits  ofhb  model ;  he  idealizes 
them,  and  transfers  them  to  the  canvass  only 
after  he  has  subjected  them  to  a  sort  of  transfig¬ 
uration  in  hb  brain ;  but  even  while  idealizing 
them,  he  so  imitates  them,  that  they  may  be  recog¬ 
nized  at  once.  Thus  it  b  that  a  portrait  may  be  a 
perfect  likeness,  and  yet  more  beautiful  than  the 
original.  The  same  thing  occurs  in  good  speak¬ 
ing.  Tho  tones  of  common  parlance  are  embel¬ 
lished,  and  yet  they  are  perfectly  recognizable.

We  have  been  taught  to  look  upon  the  young  I 
men  of  the  age  as  the  hope  of  the  country  and 
of  the  Ghurch.  Under  proper  moral  restraint, 
this  is  a  correct  view.  But  unless  they  be 
trained  to  virtuous  principles,  to  an  observance 
of  high  moral  obligation,  the  young  men  of  to¬ 
day  can  hardly  be  looked  upon  with  hope  for  the 
future  destinies  of  either  our  civil  or  religious 
institutions. 

The  present  condition  of  political  strife  in  thb 
country  is  exceedingly  unfavorable  to  moral  ex- 
cellence  among  our  young  men.  It  is  well  that 
they  should  take  au  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
country ;  that  they  should  be  informed  upon  the 
great  principles  of  our  governmental  policy  as 
dbtingubhed  from  those  of  other  lands  ;  that 
they  should  learn  the  power  of  the  ballotbox, 
though"t  and  sentiment  in  their  infinite  sinuosi-  and  tenaciously  guard  against  any  unlawful  en- 
ties ;  and  then,  there  are  never  wanting  hearers  croaohment  upon  its  sanctity ;  but  it  b  not  well

Ve  have  already  remarked  upon  the  character 
and  aentents  of  the  previous  volumes  of  Biis  work. 
We  cannot  agree  with  the  author  on  many  points, 
hut  we  are  ready  to  Concede  his  careful  research, 
aud  his  honesty  of  purpose.  He  has  given  us  a 
work  which  presents  a  elear  and  even  minnte  out¬ 
line  of  one,  whose  name  stands  foremost  among 
those  of  American  Statesmen.  He  has  put  into  our 
hands  the  materials  by  which  we  can  judge  of  most 
•f  the  important  personages  and  events  of  our  early 
national  history.  Not  the  least  attractive  feature 
of  the  work  is  that  which  presents  us  frequently 
with  the  carefully  drawn  portraits  of  prominent 
non,  who  were  brought  in  contact  with  Mr.  Jef¬ 
ferson.  Some  of  these  are  very  admirable.  Indeed, 
they  often  bear  the  marks  of  careful  study,  and 
some  of  them  are  masterpieces  in  their  way.  The 
sketch  of  Aaron  Burr,  the  comparison  between 
Bdadison  and  JegTerson,  the  portrait  of  the  occentrio 
John  Randolph,  and  many  other  passages  desorip- 
tive  of  publie  charsoters  are  admirable,  and  well- 
wvrthy  of  their  subjects.  We  note  in  this  volume 
as  in  those  that  preceded,  occasional  digressions 
partaking  of  the  natnie  of  disquisition,  which 
rather  encumber  the  narrative,  and  by  many  will 
be  arcounted  8aperfl.aou8.  They  are  well  enough 
in  their  proper  place,  and  are  generally  well  writ¬ 
ten,  although  occasionally  characterized  by  effort 
Tiaibly  labored.  Yet  it  may  be  questionable 
whether  the  work  would  not  be  better  without 
them.  On  aeveral  points  at  which  they  appear,  the 
intelligent  reader  feels  himself  qualified  to  draw 
his  own  inferences. 

Nothing  in  the  volume  has  changed  our  estimate 
■of  the  character  of  Jefferson  in  a  religious  point  of 
▼lew.  The  author  gives  ns  a  labored  refutation 
of  the  article  published  some  twenty  years  ago  in 
the  iVeto  Vori  Bevieui,  and  written,  we  believe,  by 
Dr.  Hawks.  Some  of  its  positiens  he  effectually 
oootroverts,  bat  others  we  think  will  stand.  Jef¬ 
ferson  was  an  attendant  generally,  upon  the  wor¬ 
ship  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  but  his  religious 
opinions  were  oaretully  concealed,  as  it  would  ap¬ 
pear,  even  from  his  own  family.  This  policy  of 
silence  in  regard  to  one,  and  the  most  important 
subject,  is  ia  striking  contrast  to  the  often  impul¬ 
sive  and  heedless  communicativeness  respecting 
others,  ascribed  to  him  by  Dr.  Randall.  It  certainly 
is  a  painful  fact  to  eontemplate.  Yet  Mr.  Jefferson 
claimed  to  be  a  Christian — “  such  an  one  as  Christ

It  seems  16 
be  the  settled  policy  of  those  who  control  the  in- 
8  titntion,  to  ignore,  as  far  as  possible  in  the  man¬ 
agement  of  its  affairs,  the  only  religious  denomina¬ 
tion  in  the  land  which  makes  it  the  imperative  duty 
of  every  pastor  to  take  up  a  public  collection  ia  its 
behalf.  Hints  are  thrown  out  as  to  what  may  be 
do  ne  toward  “  dissolving  the  union,”  at  the  next 
Co  nferenco.  The  Methodist  Church  South  already, 
we  are  told,  is  directing  its  attention  to  this  sub¬ 
ject. 


salvation  of  the  immortal  soul.  They  were  mak¬ 
ing  gratifying  progress  in  the  catechism  and  in 
memorizing  hymns,  and  listened  with  most  intense 
interest  to  the  reading  of  the  Bible  and  explanations 
and  comments  suited  to  their  capacity.  This  was 
strictly  iu  conformity  with  the  spirit  of  the  law  of 
the  State,  which  from  prudential  considerations 
forbids  the  teaching  slaves  to  read  and  write. 

The  district  patrol,  instigated  by  others,  had  de¬ 
termined  to  invade  the  school  and  scatter  the  pu¬ 
pils-  For  months  a  grogshop  scarce  a  mile  distant 
h*d  been  unvisited  by  these  Argus-eyed  guardians 
of  the  public  peace  and  morality  in  their  ojfkial 
capacity.  No  slave  had  ever  been  turned  away  or 
assembly  of  them  there  broken  up  by  them.  But 
when  the  poor  neglected  servants  were  gathered  in 
the  Sabbath  school  and  were  learning  of  Jesus, 
then  they  lay  their  plans  in  secrecy,  to  fall  upon 
them  when  assembled,  and  all  under  the  flimsy 
pretext  of  guarding  the  public  peace  and  executing 
the  laws  of  the  State. 

Fortunately  for  all  ooncemod,  this  plan  was  frus¬ 
trated  as  far  as  regarded  the  violent  dispersion  of 
the  school,  by  the  sudden  prospect  of  a  thunder 
shower,  which  led  to  an  earlier  dismission  of  the 
school  than  was  common.  The  same  paper  oloses 
its  remarks  as  follows : 

The  State  of  North  Carolina  has  never  taken  the 
unchristian  position  that  slaves  are  not  tn  be  in¬ 
structed  in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  This  is  a 
position  which  no  man  of  common  humanity,  much 
less  a  Christian,  will  take.  We  believe  that  in  this 
case  the  patrol  were  instigated  by  others  and  un¬ 
wittingly  were  about  to  perpetrate  an  atrocious 
wrong  on  a  defenceless  class.  We  trust  that  this 
and  similar  colored  Sabbath  schools  may  be  un¬ 
molested,  aud  that  those  who  will  not  enter  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  themselves,  will  not  hinder 
others  from  entering  in.

A  report  has  been  in  circulation  to  the  effect 
that  Prof.  Agassiz,  upon  a  second  and  more  urgent 
inv  itation  of  the  French  Emperor,  had  at  length 
con  eluded  to  leave  this  country  to  continue  his 
scientific  pursuits  under  Imperial  patronage.  But 
this  second  proposal  has  been  declined.  Prof. 
Agassiz  will  remain  in  this  country.  We  are  grati- 
fi  ed  with  his  decision.  Already  his  name  has  be- 
come  identified  with  the  history  of  our  land.  This 
p  resent  Summer,  instead  of  being  devoted  to  the 
journey  abroad,  which  he  had  proposed,  will  be 
em  ployed  to  complete  his  third  volume  «f  Contri- 
bu  tions  to  the  Natural  History  of  the  United 
States. 

Presbytery  of  Chemung. 

T  he  Presbytery  of  Chemung  held  its  semi-an¬ 
nual  meeting  at  Watkins,  N.  Y.,  June  29th  and 
30th.  Rev.  0.  E.  Crane  was  dhosen  Moderator,  and 
Rev.  N.  E.  Pierson  temporarj-  Clerk. 

The  session  was  a  pleasant  one.  The  brethren 
ha  d  much  of  cheering  tidings  to  exchange  with 
each  other  in  regard  to  the  recent  spiritual  refresh¬ 
ing  experienced  by  so  goodly  a  number  of  the 
churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery. 

A  marked  and  encouraging  degree  of  interest 
was  manifested  in  regard  to  the  prosperity  of  Au¬ 
burn  Theological  Seminary,  and  the  success  cf  tlie 
P  ublication  cause. 

Concerning  the  former,  a  statement  was  made  by 
one  of  the  commissioners  to  the  Seminary,  setting 
fort  h  the  importance  of  a  liberal  contribution  to  the 
con  tingent  funds  of  the  Seminary,  and  the  promise 
of  good  to  be  accomplished  thereby.  Resolutions 
w  ere  adopted,  rejoicing  in  the  encouraging  pros¬ 
pects  of  the  Seminary,  and  appointing  one  of  the 
br  ethren,  Rev.  S.  M.  Day,  to  prepare  a  discourse 
on  the  subject  of  Ministerial  Education,  etc.,  and 
by  exchange  of  pulpits  to  present  the  matter  to 
the  different  churches  connected  with  tho  Pres¬ 
bytery. 

In  a  similar  njanner,  commendation  of  the  Pub¬ 
lication  cause  w.TS  also  expressed;  and  Rev.  C.  C. 
Carr  was  appoii.ted  to  present  it,  by  a  like  ar- 
rang  ement,  to  obtain  for  it  encouragement  aud 
coope  ration  among  the  churches. 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  the  experiment  is  pro¬ 
pose  d  to  be  made,  incidentally,  on  a  limited  scale, 
as  to  the  success  of  an  unaided  Presbyterial 
agency  in  promoting  efforts  of  Christian  benevo¬ 
lence.  That  the  plan  is  possessed  of  some  marked 
advan  tages,  and  that  there  is  a  growing  sentiment 
favor,  seems  to  be  fairly 
abundantly  worthy  of  a

The  Theological  and  Literary  Journal,  edited 
by  David  N.  Lord,  (for  July)  discusses  “The  Prin¬ 
ciple  of  Browuson’s  Successive  Theological  Opin¬ 
ions  “  The  Prophetic  Periods  of  the  Apooolypie 
and  Daniel,”  “Notes  on  Scripture,  John  and  Christ 
Dr.  Spragues  Annals  ;  “The  Religions  of  India  aud 
China,”  and  “  The  Lind  of  Promise.” 
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an  error  on 

his  part,  jvbich  could  only  have  sprung  from  a 
most  lamentable  ignorance  or  ignoring  of  the  Spirit 
of  Christianity.  Yet  this  work  of  Dr.  Randall  makes 
us  acquainted  with  some  estimable  traits  of  Mr. 
Jefferson  as  a  man.  The  anecdotes  recorded  of  him 
show  him  to  have  been  at  heart,  a  uniform  and 
consistent  champion  of  emanoipalioR.  He  could 
bow  with  kindly  greeting  to  a  colored  servant,  and 
had  sense  and  feeling  to  rise  abtPiye^-vuJgar  pride,  so 
apt  to  be  engendered  by  the  relation  which  he  sus¬ 
tained.  His  character  will  suffer  nothing  in  the 
popular  estimate  by  the  publication  of  this  work, 
although  as  we  have  said,  it  leaves  his  religious 
character  much  as  it  fonud  it.  “  As  an  anti  Cal¬ 
vinist  he  spoke  of  Calvin  aud  his  doctrines  ;  as  a 
Unitarian  of  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity  ;  as  a  Hu¬ 
manitarian  of  the  Mission  of  Christ,  &c.,  Ac.,  in 
terms  which  strike  painfully  on  the  ears  of  those 
whose  views  are  opposed  to  his  own.  His  specu¬ 
lations  take  a  bold  range  in  thought  aud  language. 
His  denunciations  of  particular  sects  and  of  the 
clergy,  are  severe.  .  .  .  Much  of  all  this,  had  it 
been  published  by  him,  would  have  been  inexcus¬ 
ably  aggressive  on  the  belief  and  feelings  of  others.” 

Such  is  Dr.  Randall’s  language,  and  in  his  state¬ 
ments,  we  concur.  Mr.  Jefferson  declared  that  “he- 
sever  attempted  to  make  a  convert,  nor  wished  to 
change  another’s  creed.”  He  would  not  even  in¬ 
form  his  grand-children  of  bis  own  religious  views, 
leat,  as  he  expressed  it,  “they  will  influence  yours.”

Chateaubriand.  The  works  of  the  first  of  these 
writers  on  “  The  Parliamentary  History  of  France,’ 
are  said  to  contain  “  the  entire  legal  history  of  thii 
most  litigous  people.”  “Phillips  Exeter  Acade- 
iny  ”  gives  some  pleasing  sketches  of  character  in¬ 
termingled  with  the  brief  history  of  the  institution 
and  its  principal  teachers.  Other  articles  of  merit, 
are  “The  Aquarium;”  “Laws  of  Association  in 
Ornamental  Gardening “  Oranam’s  Civilization 
of  tho  Fifth  Century;”  “Lord  Normanbj’s  Year 
of  Revolution  in  Paris “  The  Basques  and  their 
Country  and  Recent  Commentaries  on  the  New 
Testament. 
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The  Methodist  Quarterly  Review,  for  July, 
contains  a  large  number  of  excellent  articles. 
Among  others,  a  review  of  “  Hudson  on  a  Future 
Life  ;”  a  discussion  on  the  “  Berlin  Conference  of 
1857,”  by  Rev.  Dr.  Nash ;  “  The  Relations  of  Chris- 
tiahity  to  Humanitarian  Effort ;”  and  “Attic  Trag¬ 
edy  and  the  Modern  Theatre,”  will  Attract  atten¬ 
tion.

Cumberland  Presbyterians. — Tho  Cumber¬ 
land  Presbytery,  under  its  new  constitution,  was 
orga  nized  on  the  4th  of  February,  1810.  Setting 
out  with  the  advantage  of  an  easy  multiplication 
of  m  inisters,  and  with  a  good  deal  of  piety,  zeal, 
and  prayerfulness,  as  we  have  reason  to  believe, 
and  with  the  impulse  of  the  “  great  awakening”  of 
those  times,  the  progress  of  this  denomination  has 
been  amazing.  They  have  now  spread  not  only 
thr  ough  the  whole  Southwest,  California  includ¬ 
ed,  but  into  all  the  States  of  the  Northwest,  and 
have  one  Synod  in  Western  Pennysylvania.  A 
Gener  al  Assembly  was  organized  in  or  about  1830, 
and  the  minutes  of  that  body  for  last  year  show 
us  a  list  of  22  Synods  and  88  Presbyteries,  with 
one  thousand  ministers.  The  statistics  of  mcm- 
be  rship  are  not  given  separately  and  distinctly, 
but  the  number  is  supposed  to  be  from  one  hun¬ 
dred  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand. 
They  have  an  interesting  mission  in  the  Indian 
Territ  ory,  among  the  Chickasaws  and  Choctaws,
